MuugEn’s Buxp, Monday, April 27, 1863., 
Al} interest in. this and other points above. 
Vieksburgh is being rapidly transferred to Grand 
Gulf; New-Carthage, and our forces below. Nearly 
everybody end everything have gone Southward. 
‘Some have. proceeded down by the way of the 
river, and ran the gauntlet of batteries, as in the 
case.of the gunboats; otherd, like Adjut.-Gen. 
Tuomas, have gone tn skiffs, slong 0 tortuous inland 
route, which is free from danger ; but the majority of 
the multitade have taken the overland roed, and 
‘reached Carthage by way of Richmond, La. By this 
it will be seen that there is, at least, one Richmond 
that we can take—a Richmond that has been served 


as many would like to see its iniquitous namesake~ 


purged by fire. 

Nearly everybody-who can shoulder a. musket or 
handle a sword has left here, with the exception of 
Gen. StEE.z. He returned here last’ night with his 
division from Greeneville, with orders to join Gen. 
Guat at Carthage ; but to-day he was commanded 
to remain here with hie forces, and at once defend 
and command the position. : 

I cannot resist entertaining some forebodings rela- 
tive to this new movement. The line along which 
we., receive . our, supplies from: Memphis is ‘a 
long one, and is liable to. frequent annoyances if 
not positive interruption, From thie point begins a 
hew line of communication which is a thousand 
times more -indefensible and liable to, interruption 
than the other. -A single road thirty miles in length, 
narrow, ill-conditioned and tortuous, leads to within 
thtee miles of Carthage. Along this road the sup- 
plies for an immense army must be conveyed, which, 
as everybody knows, will prove an impossibility, In 
a short time it will become so badly damaged that the 
moyement of troops or of heavily laden su) trains 
will become nearly impracticable, and then there 
will remain to us only the precarious channel com- 
manded by the Vickeburgh batteries=in other words, 
when this road fails, (as it soon_will,) all our supplies 
will have to be sent directly down the river underthe 
very miizzles of the rebel cannon,” At the end of the 
road is @ bayou, along which the supplies and troops 
are to be taken {np steamers. owes

"Phe. casualties reported. are éighty killed snd 
woupded, ' 
’ The stenmer Era,on her way up, was attacked by 
-gUerrilias with one 12 and‘one 6-pounder. She was 
struck seventeen times, but was not so badly damaged 
but that she continued on her course. The Duke of 
Argyle, with a 12-pounder aboard, soon dispersed 
the enemy.

The Operations of Gen, Banks. 


The remoteness of Gen. Banas’ department 
and infrequency of communications with him 
render it difficult to keep thé ‘public supplied 
with accurate and connected details of his ope- 
rations, or to accompany’ the accounts we do 
publish with the requisite explanations of his 
plans and purposes. His late campaign from 
Berwick’s Bay to the Red River was, in many 
respects, a complete surprise to the couatry., 

The first movement of Gen: Bawzs in field 
operations was his advance from Baton Rouge 
to coéperate with Admiral Faxnacor, as it ap- 
peared, in an attack upon Port Hudson. 
But he. speedily withdrew to Baton. Rouge. 
and to New-Orleans, folled, ‘as it ‘seemed to 
the public, and without military glory. «His 
réturn to New-Orleans was.an.oceasion not 
unimproved by rebels for rejoicing over his 
supposed discomfiture. But Gen. Baxxshad.not 
not withdrawn to New-Orleans to fortify and 
defend himself, as the Secessionists had begun 
to imagine. On the.contrary, he retarned to 
break the coi] that the emboldened enemy was 

vattempting to formraround his Gepartment.

They had become so bold as to meditate an 
advance in force upon New-Orleans from this 
direction, and by a-gunboat fleet from the 
beyous into the Mississippi, and believed that 
Gen. Bayxs had hurried back to New-Orleans. 
to defend that city. But'without waiting for 
their advance, Gen. Bawxs suddenly appeared 
at Berwick’s Bay, with nearly his whole 
army: And, not pausing there to fortify or 
defend himself, he immediately sought the 
camps where the rebels were in force and 
organized. A day or two of rapid advance and 
skirmishing brought him to Camp Reas- 
Jand, near Centreville, where the rebels in 
force were encountered, under . Gens. S1s.ey, 
Tariozn and Movron. After a severe fight, 
on the 12th and 18th of April, the rebels 
evacuated their position at night, leaving 
two cannon and considerable small arms and 
ammunition, with all their sick and wounded, 
behind, This battle, called the battle of 
Bethel Place, was one of the most creditable 
engagements of the war. It was skillfully 
mancauvred on the Union side by Gen. Banxs 
in person. Every arm of the service except 
cavalry was engaged, six batteries of artillery 
having been in full play within rifle range 
The gunboat Clifton, closely

'The effect of. our sending the order, which 
soon became known, was to check the advance 
in prices, and they have been receding ever 
since, The combinatidn has made one or two 
attempts since that» time»to get prices up 
ageip, but in every instance they have failed.

I cannot enter into more details, but if you have 
any readers curious about the rationale of politi- 
cal economy, they will find av iiteresting field of 
‘study in the statistics of Ohio, Of course, this 
great production and export. must result in-in- 
‘creased wealth. The money paid for those im- 
mense crops by other States and other countries 
makes the basis of new capital and new improve- 
ments. . Acco , the wealth of Ohio has 
dbubled in the last ten years. This would. seem 
erroneous, if it were not ascertained by the most 
correct valuations which can possibly be made. 
(The valuation of the United States for 1850 was 
$504,000,000, which corresponds very nearly with 
that of the State assessors, But, in 1860, the 
valuation in the census was $1,193,896,000. The 
State Commissioner examined this in detail, and 
found the actual-result to be:
